Government Set To Buy Pork To Support Hog Prices

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18 —(ZP)— The 
government, 
acting to 
strengthen producer prices of hogs, today became a competitor of 
the housewife for bacon and ham. 
Announced by the agriculture departm ent last night, the federal 
pork buying program is expected to have political reactions as well 
as effects on the cost of living. 
Unannounced quantities of pork will be bought in a move to as­ 
sure hog farm ers prices which the government has promised them. 
Heavy marketings have pulled hog prices slightly below levels which. 


the departm ent said, would guarantee a national farm average of 
$14.90 for IOO pounds this month. 
Government buying will be limited for the time being to bacon, 
smoked hams and smoked picnic shoulders. But it is expected to 
boost not only hog prices, but to push up prices which consumers 
pay for virtually all pork cuts and possibly prices of beef, lamb and 
mutton. 
The pork buying program has announced the same day the de­ 
partm ent disclosed it is ready to give away surplus potatoes to the 
school lunch program, the bureau of Indian affairs, and relief a­ 


gencies helping the needy at home and abroad. The potatoes are be­ 
ing bought by the department under a grower price support program. 
Politics may be drawn into the pork program because (I) it recalls 
arguments supporters have made for the 
controversial Brannan 
farm plan'endorsed by President Trum an, and (2) it raises the ques­ 
tion of whether government purchases of lard alone would have sup­ 
ported hog prices. 
If meat prices go up--as departm ent officials said they most as­ 
suredly will do—it will give adm inistration leaders another chance 


to argue for the Brannan proposal. This plan has been cold-should­ 
ered so far by Congress and bitterly opposed by most of the m ajor 
farm organizations. 
Under this plan, the government would not buy pork or other 
perishable farm products to support prices. Instead, it would allow 
prices to drop to natural levels, with the government making up the 
difference to farmers between m arket prices and support guarantees 
by government subsidies paid from taxes. 
This plan, supporters contend, w'ould permit cheaper retail prices 
while at the same time assuring farmers a just return.

Colorado Brush Fires 
Die Out— Loss Heavy 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., 
Jan. 18— (ZP)—Flames flickered out 
today from a wind driven brush 
fire that lashed through Camp 
Carson yesterday, 
killing 
one 
soldier, 
seriously 
burning 
27 
others and destroying 39 buildings. 
The fire started in the foothills 
of the Rockies southwest of here 
before dawn yesterday. In less 
than 16 hours, gale force winds 
had driven the flames nearly IO 
miles to within striking distance 
of the small town of Fountain, 
south of here. 
Shortly after sunset the winds 
subsided and* some of the 7,000 
volunteers 
who 
had 
toiled 
throughout the day brought the 
flames to a standstill just north of 
Fountain. 
Six of the hospitalized soldiers 
were reported in critical condi­ 
tion from burns. The others were 
in serious condition. 
Their names were unavailable 
because records had been trans­ 
ferred when flames threatened the 
erttire camp of more than 1,300 
buildings. The camp housed 30,000 
troops in wartim e. 


Fam ilies Routed 
More than 600 wives and child­ 
ren of Camp Carson soldiers were 
evacuated 
to 
Pueblo, 
40 miles 
south of here. 
Several 
mountain cabins 
and 
sum m er homes in the vicinity of 


Cheyenne Mountain southwest of 
Colorado Springs were destroyed 
in the first hours of the fire’s 
sweep. 
Several palatial residences in 
the 
Broadmoor 
district 
were 
threatened before the wind veered 
to the south. They included the 
home of L. B. Maytag, washing 
machine executive.

Robert A. Taft’s reelection to the

“A decision has been reached,” 
his announcem ent added. 
“I am 
not a candidate in the 1950 elec­ 
tions for the office 
of senator 
from this state.”

and three missing. 


Along with the million in cash 
the gangsters grabbed $500,000 in 
checks.

Shortly after the holdup, police 
chased

Police believed the car, bearing 
stolen registration plates, headed 
for Providence, R. I. The plates 
(Mass.

“It’s very obvious,” Fallon said, 
“That these men used a master 
key to open all those doors.” The 
gunmen went through six locked 
doors before reaching the vault 
where they cowed five employes. 
While husky patrolm en toured 
the city’s underworld spots pick­ 
ing up suspects, alarm s sounded 
descriptions of the holdup men 
along the eastern seaboard. 


The soldier died almost in­ 
stantly while fighting a barracks 
fire. A sudden wind shift trapped 
him and six other men in a sea 
of flame. They are the six in crit­ 
ical condition.

Camp Carson included 15 store­ 
houses, three barracks where men 
were living and a score of aban­ 
doned barracks in a section that 
had been used to house w ar pris­ 
oners.

Plan Rejected and 


Strike Notice Given 


DETROIT, 
Jan. 
18—(ZP)—The 
CIO United Auto Workers, re­ 
jecting C hryslers 
$100-a-month 
pension offer, handed the corpora­ 
tion a seven-day strike notice to­ 
day. 
The ultim atum was handed the 
company at the start of regularly 
scheduled negotiations today. 
There was no immediate com­ 
ment from the company. 
Norman Matthews, UAW Chrys­ 
ler director, said the union consid­ 
ered 
Chyrsler’s 
pension 
offer, 
made late 
yesterday, 
“unsound 
and inadequate.” 
Total 
benefits 
in the 
offer 
amount to only about five cents 
per hour, M atthews said. In a re­ 
cent pension agreem ent between 
the UAW and Ford Motor Com­ 
pany union gains were estimated 
at IO cents an hour. 
The pension would pay each re­ 
tired w orker $100 a month, in­ 
cluding social security benefits. 
The retirem ent age was set at 65. 
C hryslers plan required only 
25 years’ service for eligibility, 
compared to 30 years for Ford. 
One Chrysler-UAW issue was 
over financing of the plan. 


11 Suspects Held 
Eleven men were taken to head­ 
quarters

Shotgun-arm ed squadmen roar­ 
ed into Foxboro, a town between 
Boston and Providence, on a tip 
that four men w earing peajackets 
had entered a house there.

No Descriptions 
No descriptions were obtained of 
the man, or men, who waited out­ 
side the garage to steer the geta­ 
way. 
All police division commanders 
were ordered to pick up every ex­ 
convict who had served time for 
arm ed robbery, 
along with all 
known holdup men. 
Mayor John B. Hynes said the 
“shocking series of holdups” was 
the 
work of a 
“well-organized 
gang of out-of-tow n criminals.” 
He expressed confidence in the 
ability of police to break the case. 
Police said the desperadoes ap­ 
parently left the additional million 
behind because they were not 
prepared for such 
an enormous 
haul. 
The gunmen reached the com­ 
pany vault through 
six locked 
doors. 
One of the gunmen shouted. 
“Open up. This 
is a stickup.

A hurdle still to be cleared 
was a trio of civil rights am end­ 
ments offered by Senator Langer 
(R -Ind.), but Jhe outlook was 
that they would be brushed a- 
side without a prolonged scrap.

(defer indefinitely) his anti-poll 
tax, anti-lynching and fair em ­ 
ployment practices amendments. 
Opponents contend they have no 
place in oleomargarine legisla­ 
tion. 
An effort also was being made 
by Senator McCarthy (R-W is.)

keep alive a proposal to tack a 
general cut in excise taxes to the 
bill, but it looked like a forlorn 
gesture.

It went down to 
defeat yesterday 48 to 37. 
The substitute, while also wip­ 
ing out the taxes, would have

smiled after turning away from 
the court to be led back to his 
ceil. 
Snell also was sentenced 
by 
presiding Judge Charles R. Kirk 
to one to 15 years’ imprisonment 
for assault with intent to rape. 
The other judges hearing the 
case are George W. McDowell of 
Hillsboro and Harry M. Rankin of 
Washington C. H. ' 
Snell pleaded guilty to slaying 


Patrolman Burdette Lee last Sept. 
30 when 
the officer 
found him 
with a 13-year-old girl in a lone­ 
ly spot behind a church in Blan­ 
chester. 
The girl testified that Snell ac­ 
costed her and her eight-year-old 
sister as 
they were 
going home 
from a festival. She said he made 
the younger child leave, and at 
gunpoint forced his attentions on 
her. 
The younger child 
ran home, 
reported the incident, and the po­ 
lice were called. 
Patrolm an Lee 
was shot after locating Snell. 
Snell was described in court as 
“a boy who lived guns.” 
He was 
sent to 
industrial school 
after 
breaking, into a home and stealing 
five weapons, the court was told 
during the trial which ended yes­ 
terday. 
The boy quit school when he 
was 16 years old. 
He had only 
reached the seventh grade. School 
officials testified as to his “scho­ 
lastic inability.”

For example: 
A group of people, perhaps in 
an American Legion Post, get 
together. 
Most of them make 
$2,400-$4,700. 
Some make more. 
So long as most of them are be­ 
tween $2,400-$4,700, it’s all right. 
The other, fewer higher paid ones 
can join in. 
This group decides they need in 
their area a housing project with 
living units that can be afforded 
by $2,400-$4,700 people. 
Say, for example, there are 125 
people in 
this particular 
group. 
They want to build and own 125 
units costing $8,000 each, or a to­ 
tal of $1,000,000. 
What kind of 
units, single dwellings, double or 
multi-family 
homes, 
would de­ 
pend on the plans they drew up. 
By himself, no 
one person in 
the group could get help under 
the bill. 
Together they could, if 
they cooperated. 
So they form 
a cooperative. 
But they need money for pre­ 
liminary 
plans, surveys, 
expert 
advice, 
and so on. 
They go to 
the government, to the present 
Housing and Home Finance Agen­ 
cy (HHFA). 
The 
HHFA investigates, 
finds 
the cooperative is legitimate and 
not a cover-up 
for some private 
individual who wants government 
help, and is satisfied ifs a serious 
business deal. 
For 
these preliminary 
plans 
the HHFA can lend up to 5 per 
cent of the total cost of the pro­ 
ject. 
In this case — a $1,000,000 
project — the loan would be $50,- 
000. 
The HHFA can also send in 
its experts to advise the co-op. 
Now comes the next step: 
Bor­ 
rowing 
the $1,000,000 
to build. 
The co-op doesn’t go back to the 
HHFA. 
Instead, it goes to a new 
agency, set up under HHFA, call­ 
ed the National Mortgage Corpor­ 
ation 
for Housing 
Cooperatives 
(NMCHC). 
If the NMCHC is satisfied about 
the deal, it lets the co-op have a 
loan of $1,000,000. 
(The co-op 
then hires private contractors to 
do the building.) 
The loan is a direct loan to the 
co-op. 
It’s not a matter of the 
NMCHC guaranteeing a bank loan 
to the co-op. 
Is it just 
so simple 
as that: 
Hand 
over 
government 
money 
and the co-op doesn’t have to put 
up a dime? 
No. 
In the 
first place, the 
co-op 
would have to agree to pay back 
the $1,000,000 in 50 years, at the 
most, with about 3 per cent in­ 
terest. 
And the co-op 
would have to 
buy stock in the NMCHC equal to 
7 1-2 percent of the loan —- 2 1-2 
per cent when the loan was given 
and another 5 per cent over 20 
years. 
Which means: 
With 125 people in the co-op, 2 
1-2 per cent of $1,000,000 (or $25,- 
000) would call for each of the 125 
to put up $200 to buy NMCHC 
stock. 
In other words, each would be 
making a down payment of $200 
on his home. Then over 20 years 
the co-op would buy another $50,- 
000 worth of 
NMCHC stock, or 
$400 each for the 125 people. 
But how 
come a 
government 
agency like the 
NMCHC would 
sell any stock at all? 
That’s the 
idea behind the Senate bill. 
It’s 
this: 
While the NMCHC would start 
off as a government agency, with

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Super-Government and Excessive Taxation 
Laff-A-Day 
Fayette County Years Ago 


The gravest and most far-reaching in­ 
ternal issue this country faces is the cost of 
its government. And of all issues, it is prob­ 
ably the least understood. 
At a time when the federal government’s 
income is at a near-record peak, and when 
the burden of taxation borne by the people 
is without precedent in days of peace, the 
nation is unable to make both ends meet. It 
is r u n n in g a heavy deficit which will be 
added to the towering national debt—a debt 
which is a direct obligation upon every man 
with an income a piece of property, or ma­ 
ter! am r©sources of any kind. 
There is. of course, a glib answer to all 
of this. 
It is: "Tax the rich man and the 
rich busine&s-let them carry the load for 
the rest of us." But the fact is that we could 
tax the rich into financial 
extinction and 
the proceeds wouldn’t even come close to 
paying the bill. It is the tens of 
millions 
with 
moderate m eans-not the few 
with 
large m eans-who are hurt by extravagant 
federal government. But that is not the end 
of the story. Something infinitely ominous 
is quietly happening in this country. Too 
much government and taxes are gradually 
Undermining our economic growth. 
The difficulty about federal, and in some 
cases also state taxes, is that they are be­ 
yond the immediate control of the people. 
Our county and city taxes are more directly 
in our own hands. We can change a local 
county situation if we don’t like it. 
Federal taxes however begin far away 
from us, down at Washington D. C. The 
people who create these taxes are not close 
to us. 
Only Congress can stand between 
such taxes and the people and many politi­ 


cally minded congressmen 
go along with 
most anything an administration wants. 
Therefore, taxation directly affects all our 
liberties. Excessively expensive government 
is always super-government. It is pater­ 
nalistic government. It is, in its more ad­ 
vanced stages, government by fiat and de­ 
cree. It is, in its final stages, government by 
terror. The Russian revolution was fought 
in the name of the common man. And now, 
in that huge "people’s state,’’ tens of mil­ 
lions of common men and women live mis­ 
erably in medieval darkness, and real liber­ 
ty is unknown. 
The basic troubles of the world, from war 
to human want, can in one way or another 
be charged to too much government. A1N 
powerful government is simply a reflection 
of the loss of individual self-reliance, in­ 
itiative, pride, independence of spirit, the 
will to w ork-the qualities which made pos­ 
sible the founding and the growth of this 
republic. We, as a people, are fortunate that 
we have not yet gone so far on the "welfare 
state" road that we cannot turn back. We 
can still save ourselves from the final disas­ 
ter that has overcome so much of the world. 
But we, as a people, must do it ourselves. 
Big government will not do it for us. We 
must ask ourselves this question: "Are we 
willing, in return for a mirage of material 
security, for which we pay through e x h ib i­ 
tant taxation, to sacrifice those liberties for 
which men have fought and struggled for 
two thousand years?”

“ I th in k young people today 
have a m uch harded tim e of it 
than we did when I was a girl,” 
abe told me. 
This surprised me, as it is m ore 
custom ary for her contem por­ 
aries to com plain that this is a 
lazy, pleasure-seeking generation. 
I asked her why she thought 
as she did. And her answ er 
surprised m e even more. 
“ Well, w e didn’t have all the 
labor-saving things around the 
hom e th at young wives do now,’’ 
she said. "B ut I think we had 
m ore real security. People in 
those days didn’t seem to have 
so much trouble finding a plate 
to live, and I don’t think they 
had to w orry so much about 
w hat would happen next.” 
And she added placidly: 
“ I really feel sorry for the 


young 
people 
today, 
and 
I 
w ouldn’t w ant to trade places 
w ith them at all.” 
O ther people h e r age tell me 
that they are su re they got a 
bigger kick out of life than young 
folks do now, because they had 
more real zest for living. They 
say they have found the subw ay 
no real im provem ent over the 
horse car. And they are even 
m ore certain that picnics and 
hayrides held m ore social enjoy­ 
m ent than an evening at the 
movies. 
“We 
used to 
entertain 
o u r­ 
selves,” they say. “We didn’t 
look to others to entertain us bo 
m uch.” 
Som e of this fun and feeling 
of security Is probably ju st the 
glam or 
th at 
m em ory 
usually 
throw s over the past. But 
there 
is also undobutedly a hard ker­ 
nel of truth in 
these rem inis­ 
cences. 
In the w orld of 1900 to 1914 
A m erica was a young self-con­ 
fident giant just realizing his 
power, certain he could stand 
alone and w hip all com ers he 
had alw ays done so. 
But in the world of 1950 A - 
m erica is a m iddle-aged giant, 
even stronger in adulthood, but 
realizing now the responsibility 
of his pow er— and th at he doesn t 
stand alone. 
The difference betw een those 
two 
w orlds 
is 
the 
difference 
betw een a freshm an highjum p 
star, who can w in by him self, 
and a big league baseball pitch­ 


er, who know s he can ultim ately 
win only by good team play. 
Security In 1900 for the av er­ 
age A m erican m eant a home, a 
job w ith opportunity for ad ­ 
vancem ent, and a chance to ed ­ 
ucate his children. He had no 
real fears of foreign arm ies in ­ 
vading his hom eland and held 
only a vague contem pt for Europe 
because it was alw ays getting 
itself m ixed up in battles. 


Today the age-old insecurity 
caused by poverty and unem ploy­ 
m ent has been reduced in the 
U nited States by a half century 
of social progress unknow n be­ 
fore in history. But the new in ­ 
security of the atom bom b hangs 
as heavily over the A m erican 
home as it does over the R us­ 
sian. A m an can’t be entirely 
happy m erely because his chil­ 
dren have m ore food and better 
schooling—if he fears they will 
not by peace but by the sw ord. 
G erm any under national social­ 
ism had old age pensions and full 
em ploym ent—but 
no 
security, 
for it had no peace. 
A nd it Is hard to see how 
Am erica or the rest o f the world, 
for we are all knotted together 
in that problem , will ever know 
real security again until w e learn, 
as H. G. W ells said, th at "our 
true nationality is m ankind.” 
If the goal is reached in 50 
years, the w orld of 2000 will be 
as m uch fun and as safe to live 
in as that lost w orld our m others 
loved as girls.

PEOPLE are living longer to­ 
day than ever before In history, 
which mean* that doctors are 
called on to treat an ever-in­ 
creasing number of patient* for 
the type of disorder which de­ 
velops In later life. One such con­ 
dition is hemiplegia or paralysis 
of one-half of the body due to 
apoplexy or hemorrhage into the 
brain. 
Here, the aim of treatm ent 
must be to Improve the action of 
the affected muscles, to prevent 
or correct deform ities, and to 
help the patient to adjust to the 
demands of daily living. 


Use of H e a t 
Physical therapy, that Is, the 
use of heat, massage and exercise 
is quite helpful in this condition, 
provided It Is properly outlined 
by an expert. The 
treatm ent 
should be started early, and then 
the measures adapted to the se­ 
verity of the disorder. 
What are known as passive 
movements, lf started early, can 
help prevent deform ities. These 
passive movem ents are carried 
out by having som eone move the 
p atien ts arms and 
legs. The 
physician often determ ines the 
amount of muscle strength and 
range of movem ent of the Joints, 
that is, the distance the arms 
and legs can be moved, before 
he starts his treatm ent. Then, by 
making these measurem ents from 
time to time, he can determine

At no tim e was it assumed, 
even at San Francisco, that five 
years later, one country, Soviet 
Russia, would 
have been p er- 
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nutted by the United States and 
G reat 
B ritain 
to 
become 
the 
dom inant nation on earth. C er­ 
tainly the U nited States never 
anticipated 
that 
this 
country 
would become a m inority on the 
security council of the United 
Nations. The shock of Soviet in­ 
tentions. m ade am ply clear at 
the Potsdam Conference, forced 
an end to the policy of coopera­ 
tion w ith Russia and to the "cold 
w ar.” 
It must now' be adm itted by 
the facts that Soviet Russia has 
been victorious in the “cola w ar.” 
All 
her 
im m ediate 
objectives 
have been attained. This Stalin 
accom plished 
by a 
recognition 
of three factors in the situation: 
I. 
The United States has be­ 
come so befuddled by a dom estic 
struggle for the continuance in 
office by the new deal group, 
that Stalin could, w ith patience 
and skill, utilize situations 
to 
his advantage. The m ost useful 
situation for him was the abso­ 
lute political necessity for the 
State D epartm ent to cover up 
the m istakes m ade by Roosevelt 
at T eheran and Y alta. Stalin’s 
advantage was im proved w hen 
Dean A cheson becam e secretary 
of state. 
2. 
G reat B ritain has been a 
dependent 
country 
for 
many 
years, m aking Up her deficits 
through grants-in -aid provided 
by the U nited States. The most 
recent such grant was the M ar­ 
shall Plan upon which we piled 
European M ilitary Aid. 
But it has 
become obvious 
from our own figures that the 
United 
States 
is beginning to 
weary 
of 
aiding 
the 
British, 
whose most recent em phasis is 
upon w hat is called point four— 
a schem e by which the United 
States 
is 
to 
underw rite 
the 
B ritish colonies in particular and 
most colonies held by Europeans 
in general. But point four is not 
doing so well in Congress, for in 
spite of giving the plan such a 


m eaningless nam e as point four, 
w hich 
covers 
a 
m ultitude 
of 
schem es, Congress does not like 
any of it. 
So the B ritish set out to m ake 
trade deals w ith Soviet Russia, 
not directly but through such 
satellites as Poland, Czechoslo­ 
vakia and Soviet China. The most 
im portant of these deals involves 
the recognition of Soviet C hina 
and the retention of Hongkong 
by G reat B ritain. 
In all this m aneuvering, the 
B ritish needed assurances that 
the United S tates would not be 
too offended. T hat a w ay would 
be found to placate the A m erican 
governm ent and A m erican public 
opinion. In this, the B ritish were 
fortunate in having as S ecretary 
of State, Dean 
Acheson, w ho 
blindly pursues B ritish policy and 
who, as a Y alta traditionalist, 
m ust cover 
up 
the 
errors 
of 
Roosevelt, H arry H opkins, Alger 
Hiss, and other authors of Rus­ 
sia’s conquest of China. 
2. 
The th ird factor in S talin’s 
favor is the very old historic 
fact that nobody likes a creditor 
and nobody likes the good fellow 
who gives his m oney aw ay so 
freely that he m akes the debtor 
feel cheap and resentful. 
S talin’s propaganda 
m achine 
has w orked w ith great skill to 
convince all the recipients of A- 
m erican favors th at the gifts are 
not a free-w ill offering from a 
com passionate 
people 
aiding 
others in distress, but 
rath er 
that 
A m erican 
im perialism 
is 
using money to enslave peoples. 
In a w ord, their “ fear” pro p a­ 
ganda has been effective, but 
largely because, in the handling 
of A m erican aid, 
nothing has 
been done to protect the rep u ta­ 
tion of the U nited States. From 
UNRRA until today, A m erican 
aid has not served A m erican 
prestige. 
Stalin’s plan is to isolate the 
U nited States. To date, he has 
done rem arkably well in a short 
time.

The use of splints to help keep 
the tissues from becoming con­ 
tracted is ai30 Important. 
G etting the patient Interested 
in some type of activity Is valu­ 
able In order to boost his morale, 
and such activities also help to 
reeducate 
the 
muscles. 
With 
prompt and early treatm ent of 
these paralyzed persons, many of 
them can be returned to produc­ 
tive work lf the treatm ent is kept 
up long enough.

Judge Talks Of 


Responsibility 


In Family Life 


Dayton Jurist Is 
Speaker Before 
Rotarians Here 


How we are handling our fam ­ 
ily life was the them e for a talk 
presenting some of the problems 
affecting practically every com­ 
m unity, which was given before 
R otarians and guests at T uesday’s 
luncheon a t the C ountry Club by 
Judge F rank W. Nicholas of D ay­ 
ton. 


It was m ore than a thought­ 
provoking address. 
It offered a 
challenge to public spirited think­ 
ing people to find a m ore adequate 
solution to 
the question 
of un­ 
pleasant 
f a m i l y 
relationships, 
broken fam ilies and resultant ju ­ 
venile difficulties. 


Judge Nicholas is now in his 
tenth y ear as a Judge of the Di­ 
visions of Domestic Relations of 
the Common Pleas C ourt at D ay­ 
ton. 
He has 
observed a 
wide 
v ariety of fam ily troubles, prob­ 
lem s w hich he said “requires that 
one 
be an 
optim ist and 
have 
suprem e faith in God and the peo­ 
ple, to keep from getting ‘dow n’ 
m entally and p h y sically .” 


D eclaring th at Fayette County 
doubtless had m any sim ilar cases 
only lesser in 
num ber than a 
court like his in Dayton, he told 
of his 
experiences in 
seeing a 
constant parade of fam ily difficul­ 
ties brought into his court, some 
pitiful, som e laughable and some 
of a type to arouse the anger of 
any one hearing the evidence.
